DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, which included amendment to claims 1-2,17, 31, 41, 50-51, 
59-60, 63, 68-71 and addition of new claim 72, filed on 8/7/2003 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in 
reply to the final rejection has been considered. 

Claims 1-12, 14-15, 17-26, 28-29, 31-39, 41-48, 50-51, and 59-72 are now 
pending. 

In view of applicants' response, particularly amendment to claims 1-2,17, 31, 41, 
50-51, 59-60, 63, 68-71,112 second paragraph rejection made in the previous office 
action has been obviated. Furthermore, in view of applicants assertion that instant 
claims are not anticipated by Tsutomu et al. in view of instant R 7 -X-phenyl and CONH 2 
requirement, prior art rejection over Tsutomu et al., made in the previous office action 
has been obviated. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The compounds of formula l-V, with specific A if A 2l A 3 , X, Y, R 1f R 3 , and R 4 
groups, and composition as embraced in the instant claims was not found to be 
anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. Additional search in the 
related art area also did not yield any prior art disclosing compounds of formula l-V, with 
specific A 1f A 2 , A 3 , X, Y, R 1f R 3 , and R 4 groups, and composition embraced in the 
instant claims. 

Therefore, the examiner noted that the claims 1-12, 14-15, 17-26, 28-29, 31-39, 
41-48, 50-51 , and 59-72 would be in condition for allowance.
